The Atlantic and Pacific Line, 

‘Lhe United States Senate Committee has 
reported on the practicability of this great 
project, from the Pacific coast to the borders 
of the Great Lakes. Discussing it under 
twelve different heads the committee say :— 
“The proposition is a startling one, and of 
Vast importance to our country, and to the 
world; a deliberate consideration of which 
uaturally resolves itself into several points, 
seeming, in the opinion of the committee, to 
claim atttention in the following order —1. 
‘The power of Congress over the entire sub- 
ject in all its bearings. 2, The pracucabih- 
ty of the proposed work. 3, The adequacy 
of the means proposed for its accomplishment 
and the expediency of applying such méans 
to its object. 4. ‘The effect of its construc- 
tion in bringing intodemand the public lands 
in any partof the country. 5, Ita effect 
iu extending and promoting the interests of 
agricultare. 6. Its effect in the support and 
us a means of enlarging and diversifying the 
manufactures of the country. 7. Its effect 
in the developement of the mincral resources 
ofthe country. 8. Its effect as one of the 
great arteries of intercourse in extending 
the internal trade and commerce of the 
whole country. 9. Its effect in extending 
eur commerce with China and other coun- 
ines of Asia, the Eastern Archipelago, and 
other islands of the Pacific, and with the 
countries on the western coast of North and 
South America. 10. Its conséquénces in 
tostering the whale and other fisheries in the 
Pacific, the bays and rivers thereof: in ex- 
tending and protecting the mercantile ma- 
rine in those seas; and thus forming the 
most extensive nursery of seamen, and 
strengthening the maratime power of the 
United States. 11. Its use as a great high- 
way of nations, serving for purposes of trav- 
«land transportation at rates and charges 
und transient duties, to be regulated by our- 
selves, being in all respects subject to our 
power and control, encouraging constant in- 
tercourse, and imparting to the citizens of 
other countries the liberal principles of our 
sun Government. 12. Aad lastly, the cf- 
fect that would be produced in a moral, po- 
jitigal, and mihtary point of view to the 
American! Union by the construction of a 
railroad across the continent to the shores of 
the Pacific.” 

All these points are argued in favor of the 
project, and of the feasibility, practicability, 
and vast importance of the work to America, 
as a nation, and to the whole world. The 
report exhibits the statistic of tho entire com 
merce, and the tonnage employed therein, 
with Asia, China, &c, which would pass over 
the road, an aggregato of imports and ex- 
ports now annually of nearly 250,000,000 
dollars, employing 2,197 ships of 898,583 
tons, and 50,000 men. The committee esti- 
mata that the railroad would save the use of 
one-half the above tonnage, a saving in capi- 
tal af 30,493,613 dolls., and a yearly sav- 
ing of intercst and expenses of $ 18,706,736, 
which would force this vagt commerce over 
the proposed road. Tt also appears that with 
this road, and with steamers from England 
hither, and from Oregon to China, the voyage 
frma England to Chang-hae, in China, the 
inouth of the river Yang-tee-keang, which 
vromes the great canal to Pekin, where all 
she commorco of that vast empire (of 500, 
100,000 souls) centres can be perfo in 
31 days, and thus it appéars shat this'great 
work would, atthe rate of 30 miles per hour 
ioe railroad, bring our vast country together 
at the centre in two days, and the entire 
vorld in a Jilo more than 25 days. Tho

calculations are founded on fact, without ex- 
periment or speculation and on the known 
performances of railroads and steamers, Tho 
report shows au intimate knowledge of the 
position of China, of Japan and all Asia, fts 
proumity to Amorica, its geographical and 
commercial position, advantages and resur- 
ccs, all sloping to America, and all the great 
rivers particularly of China, emptying into 
the ocean directly opposite Oregon, and but 
little more distant than London from New 
York. Tho most tranquil ocean, with fair 
winds eithor way across. 

Tho report says—"Tho Committee ate of 
opinion that no matter im What aspeot this 
great subject is viowed, it commends itself to 
avor, Its influence upon Oregon itself; up- 
on the commerco of the Pacific, our tra 
with China, India, and the distant and rich 
islands of the sea, and upon our export trade 
—the product of that vast calearions basin of 
the Mississippi of 1,200,000 square miles, to 
be carried on this road to and through that 
ocean from which we are now cut off by an 
expanse of sea, by the capes equal to halfthe 
circumferance of the globe—cannot be cati- 
mated. The committee believe that tho pres- 
ont is an nuspicious moment at which to com- 
mence this work; and upon the announce- 
ment of the fact, that the project has receiv. 
ed the favorablo notice of Congress, the en- 
ogres of our people will bo aroused. to now 
life. Itis not a party measure, but dno on 
which politicians of evory huo and cree} can 
cordially unite; one which will strengthen 
the bonds of our union, allay sectional jeal- 
ousies, and arouse a proud national feeling. 
We have within ourselves all the materials 
and all the means necessary for its accomp- 
lishment, and it rest8 with Congress to say 
whether or not these materials and these 
means shall be employed; whether the en- 
terprise is one of.sufficient importanco to 
justify setting apart one tenth of the public 
Jands now valucloss, to its accomplishment. 
The committee will not anticipate, but can- 
not doubt the decision. When it jis consid. 
ered the United States claim to own mora 
than 1,000,000,000 acres, dfainsettled lands, 
the amount proposed to bo appropriated, for 
the road isnot one-tenth of the whole quan- 
tity; the ninc-tenths to be enhanced in val- 
uc by the road to an amount certainly equal 
tothe value of tho quantity proposed te bo 
appropriated. In fact, the great residium 
will derive nearly all its value by tho road, 
for situated as they are, without the road 
they will not sell for a century to come, if 
ever. The question of the policy of makin 
itis far different from what it would be if 
the lands through which it passed were indi- 
vidual property. They arte tho property of 
the nation, and if their valuo be enhanced by 
any artificial channels of trade, the adventa. 
ges accrue to the nation—to the government 

rst, and then to every citizen, Its eflbets, 
however, upon tho property of individuals, 
andon the Western Stetes particularly, will 
be vastly beneficial. The lands within them

fifty dollars or more per acre, inferior as they 
are in every respect to those of the Western 
States. The means proposed to be devoted 
to it are vast it is true, but the Committee 
think not in disproportion to the grand and 
magnificent object to be accomplished by 
their proper application.. In view, then, of 
all the premises and all the anticipated re- 
sults to flow from the undortaking, ir accom- 
plished, tho Committee cannot refrain from 
recommending itto tho attentive considera- 
tion of the national Legislature, and of tho 
country at large. By the aid of « small 
portion of the public lands the Committee 
lieve the United States can possess k than- 
nel of speedy and safe communication,

The review of the conduct of Mexico to- 
wards this government, anterior to her imya- 
sion of Texas and her attack upon our army, 
isadmirably well put, and cannot fail to ro- 
move from every candid mind, all question 
as to the forbearance of our government to- 
wards our sister republic. We would par- 
ticularly invite the attention of our readers 
to that portion of the Message intended to 
prove that Mexico and not the United States, 
was the aggressor in this war. To do this, 
tho Executive dopionstrates beyond question 
that tho Irgitimate western boundary of Tex- 
aq wag the nast bank of the Rio Grande.— 
Ho shows : 

Ist. ‘That the United States always, and 
under every administration, claimed the Rio 
Grande as our western boundary up to the 
period of ceding to Spain all west of the 
Sabino in 1819; and that in the month of 
June, 1818, President Monroe seut a special 
messenger to Galveston to warn off cortain 
foreign adventurers about to scttlo in that vi- 
<inity “or any other place north of the Rio 
Grande.” 

2d That in the Treaty made between 
Texas and Santa Anna in 1636, Texas ex- 
pressly claimed the Rio Grande for her 
western boundary, and he (Santa Anna) reo- 
oguized it as such. 

ad. That by an act of Congress of Tex- 
as passed on the 19th December, 1836, after 
the ievaguition of her indepondence by San- 
ta Anna, and which was entitled “an act to 
defend the boundaries of the Republic of 
Texas,” she expressly declared that the Rio 
Grande from the mouth to its source, was its 
western boundary; and by tho same act ex- 
tended “her civil and political jurisdiction” 
over the country up to that boundary. : 

4th. That during the period of more 
than nine years which elapsed between the 
establishment of her independence and her 
annexation to our Union, Texas exercised 
‘acts of sovereignty and jurisdiction over the 
territory lying between the Nueces and the 
Rio Grande. 

She organized and defined the limits of 
countries extending to the Rio Grande. 

She established Courts of Justice and ex 
tended her Judicial system ovor tho territory.

Nueces and the Rio Grande, as much a part 
of the State of Texas, and as mugh entitled 
to defence from foreign aggression, as any 
other part of that State. 

The idea that the United States invited or 
provoked a war with Mexico by occupying 
the country west of tho Nueces, is therefore 
repudiated by the executive; and he pro- 
ceeds to show by the orders df Parades, that 
it was the intention of Mexico to make war 
with the United States if her troops were 
found any where south of the Sabine. 

All this is admirably put forth in the Mes- 
sage and very ably reviewed; and it çan- 
not fail to produce a salutary effect upon the 
public mind, both at homo and abroad. 

The reasons for permitting Santa Anna to 
return to Mexico, aro also satisfactorily ex- 
plained ; and it ig admitted, moreover, that 
if it had been desirable to prevent his re- 
turn, it was not possible to do so. F 

The army, the navy, and the volunteers, 
are all commended, as they so richly merit 
for their gallantry in covering as they have, 
our arms with glory. 

He recommends the prosecution of the war 
with vigor, and intimates that more trogps 
will bo required; and at the same time he 
ayvows the intention of eenig to occupy 
all the ports and provinces which have been 
captured from the enemy. We hope there- 
fore, that the twenty-five thousand voluntees, 
or a large portion of them at least, which 
the oxisting law authorises boing employed, 
will be immediately called into the field. 

The object of this War he declares to be 
an honorable Penco and ample indemnity, 
and nat.conquest, Of course, Mindcmpity”t 
means territory, but how much he does not 
tell us. Tho feelings of the nation will set- 
tle this; and when a Treaty of Peaco is 
submitted to the Senate, that body will proba- 
bly insist that we take the Rio Grande as 
our Southern boundary up to a point North 
of latitude thirty-two, and thence West to 
the Pacific, 

Hoeagain asks for the two million appro- 
priation; and we hope it will bo granted up- 
on tho conditions indicated. 

Tho recent information in regard to the 
issuing of Letters of Marque by tho Meal. 
can goveinment is confirmed; and under tha 
circumstances, he asks that Congress should 
passa law authorising the punishment of 
Spanish citizens found acting under them, as 
pirates. This he is fully warranted {a doing 
under our existing treaty with Spain. He 
also recommends the passage of g Jaw nu- 
thorizing the issuing of Letters of Marque 
by our Government. 

The Sas ts into the Treagury from all 
sources for the fiscal year terminating on tho 
1846, was $29,409,247; the

Sra—Doubtiess the events that have oc- 
curred in this county during the past week 
will be of sufficient interest to most of the 
people of Oregon to,induce them to read a 
particular account of them, should they find 
them in the columns of your paper. I will 
nat pretend to give more than a simple state- 
ment of facts as they came under my own 
obseryation and within my own knowledge. 

On the 28th of June, I received the tol- 
lowing note from D. Ingalls Esq, as fol. 
lows— | 

l Astonta, June 18, 1847. - 

WwW. H. Grav Esg. Siz—lI now write a 
few nes on the state of the (Union) We 
have a hquordealer here-—Georgo T. Geer, 
at Sharksville—who is doing a land office 
business buying salmon. I am told he bought 
13 gallons of Spanish brandy from the ship 
Brutus, which is very strong and fiery. He 
says he “will do just as he pleasesin Oregon 
and noone shall hinder him, and if any one 
comes to disturb him be will give all his 
liquor to the Indians to induce thent to pro- 
tect him and themselves, and he will havo 
the satisfaction of getting some of the Clat- 
sups Lilled.”” A little war has broke out at 
Chenook already. It seems that the Che- 
moks have intended to kill some two or three 
peoplo, for (as they say “poflatching tomara- 
awzs,") giving medicine to the young tyec 
giri that lately diced, so they gave their vic- 
um ag much liquor as he would dnnk till he 
was helpless, and then stabbed him in many 

laces. 

Old Ramsey took his daughter ant two 
more girls up to the ship, last night they sent 
a canoe alter him. This morning they pur- 
sued him down about Shortess’s and shot 
three balls into him but did not kill him till 
after they brought him to Bulls—an Indian 
hut-—where he died. Before ho was shot, 
he offered to give his girl and a slave for his 
life, but his girl would not go, alledging she 
sould not be a slave and did not think they 
vould kill her father, 90 they shot him.— 
They still threaten to kill old Georgs and 
the old Doctor at old Sally’s. The Indians 
are much afraid, they only want more liquor 
und they cartsoon do the decd, 

] do not know that wo are in any danger 
hers more than usual, but it is very disa- 
grecable. The law is useless in my hands 
ior want of people to bagk it. I shall not 
prend to put my life in danger of Indian 
jaatien witLout a community to back me.

These several papers were sent to the oiti- 
zens on the 218t inst. 

Tuesday morning, 22d June, a warrant, 
subpena, é&c. was put into the hands of the 
sheriff, Mr. Caples, and before 9 o'clock 
thirty-one men were assemblei at the hopse 
of Mr. Champion. Mr. Robinson was call. 
ed to preside over the deliberations. Om 
motion, Mr. Thomas Owens was unanimous¢ 
ly chosen to command the company on the 
present occasion and to accompany the sher- 
sf in the discharge of the duties of his office. 
A small canoe was dispatched with only two 
men jt, to Jand opposite Astoria in Gray’s 
Bay, and request McGunigale to go over 
with them tothe Fort and to watch the move- 
ments of the Indians and of Geer till the 
sheriff anda part of his possee could cross 
over. A boat and some men followed and 
in a short time the remainder of the party 
proceeded; two beats landed below Sharks. 
ville, {the houses built by the crew of the 
Shark,) on the point below Astoria—a canoo 
with five men procecded directly on to the 
usual place of landing. On rounding the 
point they found Mr, Geer painting his 
launch, which they came along-sida of, — 
Mr. Geer coon bethought himself that he 
wanted something from the house, he was re- 
quested not to go, but still insisted on going 
ta the house and jumped into his ekiff for 
that p ose. Ono of tho men on shore, 
who by this timo had arrived at their station 
behind the house, enlled to those in tho ca- 
noe not to fet him come ashore. By this time 
Mr. Geer found that be had but one way o 
escape and that was to put into the Colum. 
bia; he accordingly gavo a specimen of his 
aquatic abilitics and made off into the river 
with the canoo in close pursuit, He was 
soon 20 unfortunate asto break or lose one of 
his oars, which left him but one wing to iis

ASSOCIATION OP AMERICAN GEOLOGISTS.— 
The Moon.—At the late Convention of Ameri. 
can Geologists in this city, Mr. J. D. Dana 
read a paper on the geological features of the 
moon. About two-thirds of the lunar sphore 
is composed of volcanic mountains, Out of 
1,005 heights, 6 aro almost 20,000 fect in 
altitude, and 22 execed 15,750 feet. Broad 
truncated cones arc its most common eleva- 
tions, and are among the Joftiest. ‘Tho pits

‘wide, and near 20,000 fect deep. The cra- 
ter “Bailoy” is ascertained to be 149 1.2 
statute milesindiameter.
